Prom the Ladies’ World. 
Keep the ice compartment full of 
ice. The more ice the greater the 
economy. There are many people who 
from a false idea of economy fail to 
got the best results from the use of 
ice and refrigerators. 
A common 
mistake is getting a small piece of 
ice every day or every other day, 
instead of filling the ice chamber 
two or three times a week. If you 
keep the box well filled, you will 
have the benefit of the maximum 
cooling capacity of your refrigerator; 
otherwise the temperature will nev­ 
er be very lowr and things will not 
keep as well. A small piece of ice 
cannot reduce the temperature suf­ 
ficiently, and the result is that each 
new' piece melts more rapidly and the 
food cannot be kept long. When the 
bix is kept thoroughly chilled, the 
ice itself does not get a chance to 
m elt The ice compartment should 
never be opened unless absolutely 
necessary. 
It will be found at the end of the 
season that the cost of ice and waste 
of food have been much greater than 
if the ice chamber had been kept 
well 
filled. 
A 
small 
refrigerator, 
well stocked with ice, is more use 
ful than a large one only half full. 
A way of economizing is to wrap 
the ice in paper or woolen cloths. 
This would be all right, if the idea 
were to preserve the ice, but thus 
wrapped it cannot cool the the re­ 
frigerator, and so fails in doing its 
legitimate work. Ice saving schemes 
are absurd, defeating the purpose of 
the refrigerator. It is the food that 
is to be kept instead of the ice. The 
household refrigerator is frequently 
expected to do impossibilities in car­ 
ing for foods. It is a great labor 
saver when properly used, and may 
)e depended upon the year around 
and not merely in summer.

St. Louis, "Missouri, July ll.—The 
McKanna 
Interurban 
Company, 
with a capital 
of $500,000.00 has 
ju st been organized to build an in­ 
terurban electric railway between St. 
Louis and Oklahoma City, Ok., work 
to be begun in October. Dr. J. J. Mc­ 
Kanna of Oklahoma City the promot­ 
er and president of the new com­ 
pany, arrived at the Planters’ hotel 
yesterday and discussed plans for the 
project. 
Dr. 
McKanna said 
the company 
w’ould include in its directorate some 
business men of St. Louis. Oklahoma 
.capital is behind the project. The 
survey is to start in a few weeks. 
As now planned, the road will start 
from 
Oklahoma 
City, 
extending 
through Ada, Roff and Stonewall. The 
new company will establish a lower 
rate for passengers than the steam 
roads, he says. Cars of the modern 
sleeping coach type will be used. 
The cars will probably be manu­ 
factured in St. Louis. The power 
plant is to be established sixteen 
miles north of Ada, Ok. The plan is 
to use part of the trackage of rail­ 
roads running out of St. Louis.

Pontotoc county is so largely and 
safely democratic that it is not re­ 
quired that partisan showing shall 
be exercised in the political under­ 
takings of the leaders of the demo­ 
cratic organization. Pontotoc county 
is one of the 
banner democratic 
counties of Oklahoma. The chairman 
of the county election board is a re­ 
publican, and he is one of the sin­ 
cere, active varities as a partisan, 
as republicans can afford to be in 
this county. 
Mr. Albert Nettles, the chairman, 
and Mr. A. R. Suggs, the secretary of 
the county election board are very 
busy 
in 
responding 
to 
inquiries 
throughout the county relative 
to 
the election, and making up the coun­ 
ty ticket. 
The total number of candidates for 
office in Pontotoc county will prob­ 
ably exceed one hundred and fifty. 
Thirty-nine 
republican 
candidates 
have filed for county and precinct 
offices. Each county office being rep­ 
resented in this list. Twenty-four so­ 
cialists have filed for county and 
precinct offices. All the county of­ 
fices being represented in this list, 
except that of county attorney. The 
socialist party in Pontotoc county 
are short on lawyers. 
One insisted 
that this was to the advantage of 
that party. 
J. B. Vandiver, candidate for state 
senator on the socialist ticket, is the 
only professed lawyer, and comes 
nearer to being one than any other 
socialist candidate. 
He came very 
near being a school teacher, but lat­ 
er decided that he would be state 
senator. 
It will be remembered that there 
was a kind of dispensation Just pre­ 
ceeding statehood to admit men with 
no other occupation to the practice 
of law, except in some 
instances 
there were admitted to the practice 
as a compliment, some men on ac 
count of their past and meritorious 
service to the government, whose 
duties were along the lines that gave 
them large information as to the law 
and practice. 
The socialist have no candidate for 
county attorney. Their candidate for 
county judge is W. M. Coggins, a 
preacher. The law’ requires that a 
county judge shall have been practic­ 
ing law’ for two years and regular!) 
admitted to the practice. Brother Cog­ 
gins insists under the slogan of the 
peoples’ rule, that if he is elected 
he should be 
qualified 
as 
county 
1udge, overlooking the fact that it 
was the peoples’ rule that fram ^ 
the lawr that a county judge should 
be a lawyer. 
While it is practically certain that 
each of the nine precincts in Ponto­ 
toc County is democratic there has 
not been a full complement of ap­ 
plicants for the entire list of offices 
filed. There is a splendid township 
of Fitzhugh, one of the strongest pro. 
cincts in the state, that has no can­ 
didate Mor county clerk or treasurer. 
Several precincts in the county lack 
a candidate for democ,*atic precinct 
committeemen. 
The only candidates for county of­ 
fices on the democratic ticket with­ 
out opposition are T. F. Pierce, can­ 
didate for superintendent of public 
instruction, and Geo. A. Truitt, can­ 
didate for county surveyor. Mr. Tru­ 
itt has no opposition except Chas. 
Mopser, 
socialist 
candidate 
Mr. 
Pierce has opposition in the persons 
of Henry D. Rives, republican can­ 
didate, and 
Miss Ivey 
Kiersey, a 
young lady and a citizen of Ada, can­ 
didate of the socialist party. Miss 
Kiersey is the daughter of a promi­ 
nent farmer, and a sister-in-law to 
Hon. John D. Rinard, present coun­ 
ty commissioner, ani candidate for 
democratic 
renomination 
and 
elec. 
tion. This is the only lady candidate 
for office in Pontotoc county. 
Secretary of the county election 
board, A. R. Suggs, is busy prepar­ 
ing the official ballot. When he has 
systematized his list of candidates 
the -News will publish the same.

ROUTES DESTROY MACHINES 


Postmaster General Persistently Re­ 
fused to Establish Bootes in 


Democratic-Insurgent Dis­ 
tricts. 


W ashington, July ll.—On June 30 
it was proclaimed that Postm aster 
general Hitchcock turned back into 
the 
United 
States 
Treasury 
about 
$10,000,000 of 
unexpended 
money. 
Congress had appropriated for the 
Postoffice Department for the fiscal 
year just closed $217,792, exclusive 
of the estimated deficit of $16,000,000 
fo r the year. Of this sum $10,000,000 
has been returned to the treasury, 
and it is estimated that the annual 
deficit will be cut down by about that 
am ount 
Tell-Tale Item. 
In the absence of undisclosed de­ 
tails, the figures indicate a flatter­ 
ing economy in the postal service, 
but one item of the aggregate $10,- 
900,000 which Mr. Hitchcock has sent 
back to the treasury would suggest 
th at the whole showing of economy 
made by the fragm entary report of 
the Postm aster 
General 
will 
bear 
Close scrutiny. (Nearly one-third of 
$1,000,000 of the $10,000,000 which 
has been turned back into the treas­ 
ury is money appropriated by con­ 
gress for the purpose of m aintain­ 
ing and extending the rural free de­ 
livery system. Instead of the sum ex­ 
ceeding $300,000 being used to estab­ 
lish new routes it was sent back to 
the 
treasury, 
unexpected 
to 
help 
make a show of great economy in 
the Postoffice Department under the 
adm inistration of Mr. Hitchcock. 
Refused New Routes. 
The postm aster General persistent­ 
ly refused to establish new routes 
with 
this 
money, 
notwithstanding 
that on June 30, 1910 
there 
were 
“approved and ready for establish­ 
m ent,” as the official report reads, 
1,116 rural free delivery routes. Most 
of these routes on which the money 
was intended to have been expended 
are in democratic states, and in “in­ 
surgent” territory, seventy-six being 
In Texas and ninety-nine in Oklaho­ 
ma. 
A rural route in a democratic state 
Or insurgent congressm an’s district 
is no help to the political machine 
which Postm aster General Hitchcock 
is building up. It helps politically 
the insurgent or democratic congress 
man who obtains it for his constitu­ 
ents, and it usually abolishes one 
Small postoffice, the postm aster of 
which is generally some protege of 
the 
republican 
patronage 
saint of 
the state; a very useful man at pre­ 
cinct, county and district conventions 
The average cost of a rural route is 
$870 per year, and the $300,000 or 
more of the rural free delivery ap­ 
propriation which Postm aster Gen 
era! Hitchcock has sent back to the 
treasury would have established more 
than 350 rural routes, thereby giv­ 
ing a daily mail service to fully 20,- 
000 families living in the agricul­ 
tural districts. Only 511 rural routes 
were established in the last fiscal 
year, but there was money appropri­ 
ated and available for at least 860 
Such routes. 
So 
persistent 
were 
congressmen 
on petition from their constituents to 
have as many of the approved routes 
established as the unspent money 
permitted, th at toward the end of 
the 
session 
Postm aster 
General 
Hitchcock persistently dodged inter­ 
views with all congressmen whom 
he had ocoa^on to believe would 
insist on the 
establishing 
of 
ap­ 
proved rural routes. 
The attitude of Postm aster Gener­ 
al Hitchcock toward the establish­ 
ment of new routes has been so per­ 
plexing that the report has gained 
circulation that he plans an ulti­ 
mate abolishm ent of the whole rural 
free delivery system. 
In the last number of the R. F. D. 
News, the organ of the rural letter 
carriers, this charge is openly made, 
but a t the Postoffice departm ent it 
is denied th a t the postmaster gener­ 
al plans to abolish the rural free 
delivery system.
